DISPOSITION  OF  INSECTS  ftND  DISEASES  OF  NO  PLAINT  QUARANTINE  SIGNIFICANCE 


As  pressure  of  work  continues  to  increase  in  both  the  field  and  '  .'ashinpton 
offices  of  this  Division  it  is  necessary  to  reappraise  our  activities  in  the 
light  of  their  present  importance  in  the  overall  quarantine  effort,  vjith 
that  thought  in  mind  it  bas  been  decided  to  discontinue,  effective  July  i, 
1947,  the  compilation  of  interception  records  on  certain  cosmopolitan  or  non- 
economic  insects  and  plant  disease  organises. 

Listed  below  are  insects  and  plant  diseases  considered  as  falling  under  the 
above  category  which  map-  be  determined  at  the  ports  and  discarded  without 
making  records  on  such  interceptions  unless  conditions  at  a  particular  port 
suggest  the  need  of  additional  information  on  certain  items.   It  is  of  course 
understood  that  identifications  of  the  organisms  concerned  are  to  be  made  only 
■orkers  of. the  Division  having  prior  written  authorization  to  do  so,  and  it 
seems  desirable  that  material  continue  to  be  submitted  from  bine  to  time  for 
verification,  additions  to  the  lists  will  be  made  as  the  need  arises. 

Ls  plan  will  do  awa-r  with  the  naintainence  and  submission  of  tally  lists  of 
interceptions.   Organisms  not  listed  in  this  memorandum  nor  forr.erly  enumerated 
in  numbered  paragraph  9  of  Foreign  Plant  Quarantines  I.;eraorahduin  Fo.  210  will 
continue  to  be  reported  on  Form  EQ-9,
